The nine weeks grades in the 
mail next week will not put stu¬ 
dents on scholastic probation, 
but they can take a student off, 
says Counselor Leo Rudd. 

Students with a “C” average 
and no grade lower than a “D” 
come off probation. Semester 
grades in January determine 
whether a student goes on scho¬ 
lastic probation. 

To stay off probation fresh¬ 
men must have nine hours of 
C’s or better for five subjects. 
Sophomores must have 12 hours 
of C’s or better for five sub¬ 
jects. An “F” in any subject

The two awards come from 
the Associated Collegiate Press 
and the Texas Junior College 
Press Association. 

The All-American, “distinc¬ 
tive superior rating,” is the 
Pow Wow’s 21st consecutive se¬ 
mester rating. The sweepstakes 
is the second consecutive annual 
award. 

According to the American 
Collegiate Press, from five to 
15 percent of the newspapers can 
fall into All-American. The 
critical analysis covers papers 
in the United States, Mexico, 
and Canada. The TJC Pow Wow 
scored 3845 points. Three thou¬ 
sand seven hundred are neces¬ 
sary for the top rating. 

TJC Pow Wow representative 
at the 15th annual Texas Junior 
College Press Association Con¬ 
ference at Texas A&M Univer¬ 
sity last week, Jay Cooke, also 
outgoing president of the 
TJCPA, accepted the sweep- 
stakes and 11 individual awards. 

Nine TJC students attended 
the convention and heard lec¬ 
tures by top journalists in Texas 
on photography, sports, report¬ 
ing, features, page makeup and 
a general critique. They also 
attended a banquet, dance, awards 
luncheon, and silver taps.

job, is attitude--willingness and 
responsibility. 

Sometimes he has a two- 
hour notice on an overseas call 
that takes him away for as long 
as three months. 

As an example in getting facts 
straight: in covering the Rose 
Festival, he gave the exact num¬ 
ber of thousands of roses rather 
than a “roomful” of roses. 

In his early career he spent 
four years at “hard reporting” 
on the police and fire beats in 
Los Angeles. It was a night 
beat where he got a look at all 
sides of life, the “best begin¬ 
ning experience.” 

Currently doing a comprehen¬ 
sive story on Texas—including 
the State Fair, Rose Festival, 
Apache Belles —Palmer says 
Holiday may publish a special 
issue in about 90 days featur¬ 
ing Texas. 

He says several of the larg¬ 
er magazines are doing such sto¬ 
ries as a recompense for the un¬ 
fair publicity in 1963. 

Palmer said one of the most 
photogenic men is Governor John 
Connally. Following him around 
the State Fair, he got candid 
shots to be used in the panorama 
of Texas. 

Other magazines he shoots 
and writes for include Town and 
Country', Venture, National Geo¬ 
graphic, Time, and Life. 

Recent coverage has included 
the Middle East War, the Do¬ 
minican Republic Crisis, Hur¬ 
ricane Beulah and four assign¬ 
ments in Vietnam. 

His trips to Vietnam were 
purely voluntary. Though it is 
hard to get good combat shots, 
Vietnam itself was a photogra¬ 
pher’s paradise because every 
time he stepped out the door 
there was something worth shoot¬ 
ing. But says Palmer, “the 
paradise ends with the photogra¬ 
pher.” 

He speaks as calmly of going 
to Vietnam as others do of going 


to a show. 

One of his toughest assign¬ 
ments he recalled was the Bar¬ 
ry Goldwater campaign where he 
got only three hours of sleep a 
night. One of his most pleas¬ 
ant was the six weeks he spent 
at the White House under Pres¬ 
ident John F. Kennedy. 

Need for photojournalists is 
great, especially women, says 
Palmer. “And the best route, 
he says, to a job like this is to 
be a regular journalism major.” 

After the first of the year, 
Palmer will be promoted to bu¬ 
reau chief in the western part 
of the United States. 

Does he regret leaving as¬ 
signment duty? “Not really. 
I think I’ll like it after 12 years 
of traveling. It will give me a 
chance to have a home and look 
for a wife.” Anyway, he said, 
if he gets the travel bug, he can 
always assign himself.

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The bumper sticker slogan, “Support 
your local Police,” raises the question 
“What can youth do to help the police?” 
Or perhaps “Do the police really need 
or want help from youth?” The appeal 
too may seem vague and unrealistic. 

As a matter of fact the police do 
need help. Because of a decrease of 
police authority and 
an increase of crit¬ 
icism, the number p 0 /, ce Ne ®d 
of qualified police- 
men is sharply de- Youth s Help 
dining. The situa¬ 
tion is cutting off 

the only hand of authority and safety in 
the U.S. 

Because of play up of police action 
as “brutal” by some TV news commen¬ 
tators, an irrational resentment for 
authority is increasing throughout the 
nation. Policemen are handicapped by 
this extremist public opinion. 

Judicial action has also put excess 
pressure on police in their handling of 
criminals lest they violate the guilty 
man’s rights and thus set him free. As 
U.S. Senator John Tower of Texas said, 
“We have for too long been...coddling 
criminals and hamstringing our law en¬ 
forcement officers.” 

In an interview local Chief of Police 
L. B, Odom explained that the first step 
youth and all citizens can take in sup¬ 
porting the police is to realize that the 


police act only for the public. The next 
step is to understand the problems the 
police face. 

The shortage of officers comes not 
so much from low pay as from lack of 
incentive to do a job that offers no 
thanks, no encouragement, but only criti¬ 
cism and resentment. 

The policeman 
acts for the public „ 
good. Although a rrofecf 

traffic ticket may Public 

be irritating, its 
real purpose is to 

protect the offender’s life as well as that 
of the other man. Only anarchy and ut¬ 
ter confusion can be expected unless the 
law enforcement agency is respected. 

Youth can actively support the police 
by substituting immature or self- 
centered attitude of apathy for an attitude 
of cooperation and respect. 

Local Assistant Chief O. D. Williams 
encourages youth interest by opening the 
doors of the police department for visi 
tors at any time. 

In a more direct way there is the 
vote (if 21) for city, state, and national 
leaders who respect the law. If the stu¬ 
dent is not 21 he can still help directly 
by talking with his group, writing let¬ 
ters to editors of newspapers, to con¬ 
gressmen, or discussing the prob¬ 
lem with parents or others who can 
vote. M.B.

A 
win over Tyler cound mean a 
post-season bowl bid. 

The game has a double mean¬ 
ing for both teams. Babe Hall¬ 
mark’s tribe stunned the Car¬ 
dinals in an earlier meeting at 
Rose Stadium 6-2 with a goal- 
line stand in the closing seconds 
of the game. 

With Henderson ranked fifth 
in the NJCAA Poll and ninth in 
the JUCO Grid-Wire Poll from 
California, a second triumph 
could put the Apaches in ex¬ 


cellent running for a post-season 
bowl trip. 

Both teams depend on staunch 
defenses and explosive offenses. 
Henderson County showed its 
power in a 20-10 comeback vic¬ 
tory over rival Kilgore while the 
Apaches warmed up for the meet¬ 
ing with a 42-21 win over Whar¬ 
ton.

New Veterans Benefit Act 
Eases Financial Burdens' 


Increased benefits from the 
New Veterans Readjustment 
Benefit Act help ease financial 
burdens on the 200 veterans here 
says Counselor Herbert Richard¬ 
son. 

“It- is a major factor in the 
decision of many veterans to 
continue their education/’ he 
added. 

The bill provides for veterans 
taking full course loads of 14 
hours or more to receive $130 
a month, single; $155, married; 
and $175, married with one child. 
For each additional child the full¬ 
time married student receives 
$10 more a month. 

Veterans taking less than 14 
hours are paid accordingly. 

Those carrying 10 hours re¬ 
ceive $95 a month, single; $115, 
married; and $135, married with 


one child. They receive $10 more 
a month for each addiional child. 

Veterans carrying seven 
hours receive $60 a month, 
single; $75 a month, married; 
and $85 a month, married with 
one child. These students re¬ 
ceive $5 a month for each ad¬ 
ditional child. 


With an increase of 140 
electronic data processing stu¬ 
dents, a 75 percent increase over 
last year, the department has 
added another instructor, Daniel 
Phelps, to its two-member staff: 
Gene Blakely and Merrill Can¬ 
trell. 

As the nation becomes more 
electronically minded, the de¬ 
mand for data processing will 
increase overwhelmingly, says 
Blakely. 

Local demand in this area is 
already “astounding,” says 
Blakely, though Tyler is not an 
industrial area. In Tyler alone, 
he named 14 known companies us¬ 
ing this equipment. Others like 
the peoples National Bank are 
in the process of putting in a 
computer. 

Correspondingly, demand for 
personnel to fill these new po¬ 
sitions has increased to. the local 
area. 

TWO APPROACHES 

TJC has two approaches to 
data processing: 1) actual op¬ 
eration of a computer 2) prep¬ 
aration and writing programs. 

For those who do not go di¬ 
rectly to the commercial field, 
data processing as an occupation 
can pay college expenses. As 
an example, he cited two TJC 
exes: one at East Texas State 
University and another at Texas 
A&M University. They work as 
programers to pay their college 
expenses. Both are writing pro¬ 
grams for computers on a com¬ 
mercial level. 


on a national level, Blakely not¬ 
ed there are 200,000 jobs in gov¬ 
ernment and industry available in 
data processing. An experienced 
person can make as much 
as $15,000 a year. 

Comparing the TJC data pro¬ 
cessing department with others, 
Blakely says, “We have as fine 
a data processing center as there 
is in East Texas. 

Included in this center are a 
key punch, sorter, an interpreter, 
reproducer, and an accounting 
machine. 

Under the heading of compu¬ 
ters, TJC has a 1401 12k com¬ 
puter with a 1403 printer which 
prints up to 600 lines per min¬ 
ute. There is also a random 
access storage unit that can store 
two million characters on 
one disc with a total of 10 discs. 
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Pastor Says Students Need 
True Understanding Of Sex 
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College students need to un¬ 
derstand sex for what it really 
is, a Houston minister told stu¬ 
dents in Wise Auditorium. 

Dr. Charlie Shedd, pastor of 
Memorial Drive Presbyterian 
Church, said sex is not what 
movies, books, and billboards try 
to make it. It takes a long time 
to bring sex to its full glory 
because it is something to create 
through the years, he explained. 

Dr. Shedd is columnist for 
the Houston Post and Teen Mag¬ 
azine and author of seven books, 
including his best known Letters 
to Karen. He is the father of 
five children and from this ex¬ 
perience and counseling, he isa- 
ware of youth’s problems with 
sex. 

“What you get in the back seat 
of a car is not sex--it is a sex 
act. Sex is not something you 
do, but what you are as a whole,” 
says Dr. Shedd. 

“You should be thankful for 
your sex feelings; they are nor¬ 
mal and natural. Sex is a gift 
of God and there is absolutely 
nothing negative about it when it 
is right.” 

He also advised students to be 
responsible. “You have three 
responsibilities: knowing what 

you ought to know, being respon¬ 
sible for what you do and for 


the consequences it brings,” 
says Dr. Shedd. 

He pointed out that individuals 
should not make two wrongs out 
of one. If they must sin, then 
they should sin with protection. 

“If you have done wrong, the 
heart of the Christian faith is 
that God is completely forgiving. 
Bring it to the Lord and turn it 
over to Him,” said Dr. Shedd. 

Students also need to realize 
petting is only a half-pleasure 
that can lead to dangerous prob¬ 
lems later on,he said. 
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Math Theory 
Used In Radio 
Says Wright 

Mathematics theory involves 
all factors in transmitting infor¬ 
mation or intelligence through 
radio or speech, says math in¬ 
structor Fred A. Wright Jr. 
speaking to the John Tyler High 
School Math Club. 

Mathematical theory led to 
developement of television pic¬ 
ture and high speed data sys¬ 
tems, he explained. It is used 
in computers, direct dialing long 
distances, network shows, and 
also in relaying pictures of the 
moon from satellites. 

Mathematical models are de¬ 
scriptions of real life situations 
illustrating the theory of math¬ 
ematics, says Wright.
